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Editorial 


THE MONTHLY REVIEW AND IT’S CRITICS 

With the current issue of the “MONTHLY REVIEW” is 
concluded the first year of its existence, and, for what small 
amount of success it has attained, the editor takes this oppor- 
tunity of thanking the Society’s members who have contributed 
the articles and papers that have gone to make up its contents. 
That the Review might have attained a greater height of 
perfection there is no doubt, but, depending as it does on the 
contribution of men who are engaged in other than literary 
pursuits, its shortcomings should be condoned. That all the 
members have not been satisfied is a fact well known to the 
editor, but those who have complained the most have contri- 
buted the least toward making it the success we could have 
have wished for it. Others have been possessed of the idea that 
the Review was a journal wherein to vent their labor grievances, 
or to “get back” at their employer for what they considered 
unjust treatment. These, of course, have had real cause for 
complaint against the Review. But it should be thoroughly 
understood, now and for all time, that the American Electro- 
platers’ Society is not a labor organization, such as that term 
implies. That the Society was formed for the betterment of 
its members’ conditions is not denied, but it is for their educa- 
tional betterment and not for their working conditions only, 
in that, to educate the plater to a better understanding of his 
profession, he may in turn educate his employer to a better 
understanding of the requirements of the plating room, re- 
sulting in a more modern equipment of this department of his 
factory, and thereby, enhancing its output and reducing his 
cost of production. As the industrial manager strives for three 
things: increased output, improved quality and decreased cost, 
he should co-operate with the foreman of his plating depart- 
ment as contributing to the realization of these aims, and in 
equipping a modern plating room the management should not 
overlook the fact that the equipment is the platers’ tools. It 
is an easy matter to produce figures that show a large saving 
in the output of a plating room by the installation of modern 
equipment, but it is a hard problem to reduce human efficiency 
to dollars and cents, and this is a large factor in considering 
methods of reducing manufacturing costs. We are all born 
ignorant, and some of us never get over it, but those of receptive 
minds, by association with men of greater knowledge and ex- 
perience along the same lines in which we are engaged, acquire 
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a greater knowledge in that particular line of endeavor. And 
this was the object of the formation of the American Electro- 
platers’ Society. No scheme of education, however, will furnish 
brains. 

Electro-plating was not developed to its present stage of 
efficiency by one or a dozen investigators. It was developed 
by hundreds of men working in similar lines, and making note 
of conditions as they arose, and solving problems connected 
with their work, that gave to the world and the present day 
electro-plater the solution he is working with, and made it 
possible for him to produce the work he is turning out to-day. 
The present is the sum of all the past. 

The different branches of the A. E. S., bearing the above 
in mind, should invite their members to a discussion of the 
various problems that still arise in the plating room, and when 
intelligent conclusions have been reached, send them to the 
Review for publication, so that all the members may be bene- 
fitted thereby, and not, as some of the branches have done, 
accept the knowledge others have gained, and give nothing in 
return, preferring to keep the knowledge within the limits of 
their own membership, for fear others would know as much 
as they made claim to. That sort of spirit should be condemned 
for its narrow mindedness, and as not being in keeping with 
the spirit of the Society. 

And again, it should be borne in mind, no human being 
has ever yet been able to get something for nothing in this 
world, for all the principles of the universe are combined to 
defeat it. 

It is due the members that you pass along to others. the 
good things you found waiting for you when you came into 
the Society, and you should look upon the accumulation of 
knowledge passed to you as being worthy of some return. 
These are the things that should be seriously considered when 
any criticism is made of the contents of the “MONTHLY 
REVIEW.” Encouragement, not unjust criticism, should be 
given, unless the critic, by his own example, should furnish 
the means of bettering existing conditions. The kind comments 
of fair minded members have more than offset those of the 
critic, and this has been our encouragement.

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DAYTON—THE CONVENTION CITY. 

The third annual convention of the American Electro- 
platers’ Society will be held at the factory of the Ngtional 
Cash Register Company, Dayton, Ohio, on the third, fourth 
and fifth of June. 

The business sessions will be held in their Hall of In- 
dustrial Education and the Round Tables at the Algonquin 
Hotel, which has been selected as headquarters. A number 
of excellent papers have been prepared for discussion at these 
sessions. 

The convention is to be an open one, and all who are 
interested in electro-plating in any way are invited to attend. 

The exhibit of samples of work and of equipment and 
supplies by the supply houses will be in the rotunda of the Hall 
of Industrial Education, and dealers who may wish to make a 
demonstration of supplies or equipment will be furnished with 
space and facilities in the plating department of the National 
Cash Register Co. 

It is the intention to make the exhibit one of the features 
of the convention, and the committee suggests that everyone 
bring samples of their work or product, and write Mr. A.

METAL COLORING 
By H. J. Ter Doest, Cleveland Branch 


The coloring of metals is divided into quite a number of 
classes, some of which deposit a film of sulphur, oxygen or 
other chemical on the metal, while others corrode the metal 
to be colored. Again, others deposits and corrode, still others 
are deposits obtained by electrical means. Also some deposit 
by chemical affinity, while others dissolve part of the alloy 
to be colored. 

The best colors are those deposited by the electric current, 
as that method is generally applicable to all metals and alloys 
alike, giving uniform results at all times. One of these is the 
black nickel which can be plated on all metals, and can always 
be relied upon to give good results, the formula of which 
consists of the following: Sulphate of nickel 5% ozs., sal-am- 
moniac 3% ozs., boracic acid 1 oz., sulphocyanate of potash 
2% ozs., water 1 gal., 26% ammonia, about 1 pint for every 
10 gallons of solution, or until it has the appearance of a white 
nickel solution 

The next one is the arsenic dissolved in cyanide; this is a 
fairly good black, and can be relied on for good results from 
day to day, if once properly made, and needs no care for six 
months. I do not give any definite formula, as almost any 
degree of concentration can be used, simply dissolving arsenic in 
a solution of potassium cyanide to saturation. A weak current 
should be used, the work assuming rainbow shades at first, 
and then turning to a very dark blue black; it should be taken 
out at this stage as it will turn to a gray if left in longer. 
This is a very good black for oxidized silver, as it requires 
only a light silver plate, the black being easily relieved. 

The next coloring agent I am about to describe is the most 
popular of all metal colors, the potassium sulphuret dip. With 
this dip we can get a great variety of colors: royal copper, 
brown, in a variety of colors to black, and if the work is left 
in long enough to get a smut—a very good imitation of the 
Bower-Barff finish can be obtained if lacquered with a flat 
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lacquer. But to use it on brass it must be rinsed in a 5% 
solution of muriatic acid instead of water, and scratch-brushed 
to bring up the browns. This dip alone, can with a little 
practice, be used for almost any color the average plater is 
called upon to produce. Again, I do not mention proportions, 
as what was said before applies here. The sulphuret of ammonia 
dip is practically the same as the foregoing. 

The next dip I would call your attention to is composed 
of equal parts of hyposulphite of soda and acetate of lead 
dissolved in water of varying proportions; with this dip quite 1 
a variety of colors can be obtained on copper, brass or nickel, 
red, brown and blue, except that the red cannot be obtained 
on nickel. The dip must be used at the boiling point and made 
fresh every day to get the best results, and scratch-brushing 
must be resorted to for the brown colors except on nickel. 

I will mention next the ammonia and copper dip. To make 
this: dip saturate 26% ammonia with carbonate of copper, 
always having an excess so as to be sure the ammonia is 
saturated; this should also be used hot, but not boiling, 150 
to 160 degs. Fahr. being sufficient, as a higher temperature 
will drive off the ammonia too fast. This makes one of the 
most beautiful blue blacks on brass that I am aware of, and 
is quite durable, but the great drawback to the use of the dip 
is, that it cannot be used on alloys of different compositions, 
and consequently, can only be used where the metal to be 
colored is always the same. 

I now come to the old black on brass, the formula of which 
consists of muriatic acid 4 pints, iron scales 16 ozs., arsenic 4 
ozs., double nickel salts 4 ozs. This dip works fairly well on 
most brasses, and can be put on with a sponge or rag. It is 
largely used for name plates or fastener work that has been 
gold or silver plated, brushed or polished off the face so as to 
leave the gold or silver in the background or lettering, and 
then black the face by immersing in this dip, which will not 
injure the gold or silver. Now for another old jewelers’ dip: 
sulphuric acid 1 gal., nitric acid 1 oz., potassium cyanide 1 Ib. 
This dip must be made in an iron kettle, with a gas burner 
under it and inclosed in a brick hood with a flue and door. 
After having the sulphuric acid and nitric acid in the kettle, 
heat, and put cyanide in slowly until all is dissolved. This 
dip is used to dissolve the alloy out of 14 carat gold, to bring 
up the rich gold, so that after buffing, the recesses or engraving 
has that rich gold color in contrast with the parts that have 
been buffed. 

In conclusion, I wish to state that a very important lot of 
dips are the verde antiques. I will give only a few formulae 
here as more would be confusing. I will say here that, acetic 
acid, sulphate of copper, sulphate of zinc and sal-ammoniac, 
with some experience, can produce almost any green to sample. 
I have at different times taken formulae as published, and left 
some parts out without any apparent difference. What is re- 
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quired is experience and good taste for the stippling. One 
recipe that is very simple is, chloride of calcium 4 ozs., chloride 
of ammonia 4 ozs., nitrate of copper 4 ozs., water 1 gal. Another 
that is more complicated is, by measure, carbonate of copper 
2 parts, acetic acid 1 part, salt 1 part, acetate of copper 1 part, 
water 15 parts. Another consists by measure of carbonate of 
copper 2 parts, sal-ammoniac 1 part, salt 1 part, cream of 
tartar 1 part, acetate of copper 1 part, acetic acid 1 part, water 
8 parts. As I think this will be confusing enough for anyone 
wishing to learn something about the verde’s, let me add that 
any formula that has a lot of undissolved salts in them is 
harder to stipple and get a smooth finish than one that is 
entirely dissolved, in fact, I have taken some of the thick ones 
and used only the dissolved part with better results than when 
using the whole recipe. I would also like to say that I have 
gotten good results out of a formula that I had previously 
discarded, but after having had more experience was found to 
be alright. If the verde flakes off it is caused by the solution 
being either too thick or too strong; a weak solution makes 
for a more adhesive verde. Also be careful not to have too 
much solution on the work, as it will flake off where the 
solution was thickest. 


EMERGENCY GOLD SOLUTION

This solution can be prepared in one hour, giving the best 
results in regard to brilliancy and any desired shade of a gold 
deposit. 

It often occurs that a plater with a lot of work on hand 
has not the time and chemical apparatus to make a gold bath 
which will work satisfactorily from the start and answer on 
ormolu gilt as well as on bright gilt. By using an electrolyte 
composed of: Water 1000 cc., cyanide of potassium (or sodium 
cyanide) 50 grams, bicarbonate of soda 25 grams, with a gold 
sheet as anode, 2 x 4 in., and a platinum wire or gold sheet as 
cathode with a current tension of 2 volts, and a_ current 
strength of .02 amperes, heated to 80 degs. C. in one, a most 
ideal gold bath is ready, no poros cup being used. 

By conecting the platinum or gold cathode on the anode 
rod the gold deposited on some will be taken in solution in a 
short time again. 

In working a larger bath, electrolyte, anode, cathode sur- 
face and current strength must be enlarged in proportion. A 
gold anode of the desired shade of deposit should be used. By 
adding a small amount of fresh solution from time to time it 
wil prolong the life of the bath. 

With a little skill and experience any plater could do the 
work of a specialist with this bath, plating the inside of hollow 
ware as well as the finest chandelier or art metal work. For 
small work such as jewelry, etc., I would recommend a resist- 
ance in line of current, consisting of two lead electrodes in a 
solution of one part sulphuric acid to 10 parts of water. 
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BRIGHTENERS FOR COPPER SOLUTIONS.

There are several reagents used for depositing bright 
copper, but for the cyanide copper solutions, carbonate of lead 
probably gives the best results. This brightener may be had by 
dissolving 16 ozs. of caustic soda or potash in 1 gallon of 
water, and then dissolving 8 ozs. carbonate of lead in this 
solution. The caustic soda takes up the lead best when it is 
hot. Only a small amount of this reagent should be used and 
each successive addition should be made carefully. By the 
use of this reagent one of our members has deposited copper 
upon his work for the period of four hours, and the luster has 
been retained for that time. 

Acetate of lead—commonly called sugar of lead—is also 
highly recommended. This may also be dissolved in caustic 
soda and added to the copper solution. Acetate of lead is 
recommended for work which is to be bright dipped as it will 
dip up to a very high luster. 

Care must be taken when the lead brighteners are used, 
as an excess will cause the anodes to coat over with lead and 
the deposit will be pale in color. 

Borax is also used successfully as a brightener in cyanide 
copper solutions. One quarter of an ounce being used to each 
gallon of solution. 

Hyposulphite of soda is also recommended as a brightener 
and will often bring up a good clear deposit of copper when 
the solution is running off color. The chief objection to this 
salt is, that it must be added constantly in order to give good 
results. 

For acid copper solutions the brighteners used are usually 
yellow dextrine, glucose and transparent white glue, all of 
which are soluble in hot water. About one quarter of an 
ounce to each gallon of solution is used. Transparent white 
glue is especially recommended.

Again, in the “Reactions of a Nickel Solution” I stated 
that the molecular weight of oxygen in the double salt is 394.7 
and the weight of oxygen in the single salt is 224, etc. This 
should be—Oxygen in double salt 208, single salt 176.
